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1. (C) VERY INFORMAL DISCUSSIONS HAVE BEGUN ON UNAMIR' S 
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FORCE STRENGTH, COMPOSITION AND MI S^S^ Jl^§§f Q 
PROMPTED IN PART BY THE PERCEPTION OF INCREASING FRICTION 
BETWEEN UN AMIR AND RPA PERSONNEL , BUT ALSO DRIVEN BY COST 
CONCERNS. WE ARE BEGINNING TO LOOK AHEAD TOWARDS UN AMIR ' S 
MANDATE RENEWAL IN EARLY JUNE. A " ZERO-BASED " REVIEW IS 
WARRANTED, THOUGH IT SEEMS THAT UNAMIR' S CONTINUED 
PRESENCE IS VITAL AND RWANDA'S SITUATION WOULD BE FAR
